2 INDEPENDENT CLAM 1 

The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) POT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 
Method of transmitting information with verification of transmission errors, 
wherein a useful information message (Rg. 2, message regu) is transmitted in a 
determined frame while being associated with a determined number p of 
transmission error verification bits (Fig 2: 1 6 bits for MAC plus the bits Indicated 
as CRC 16) also transmitted in said determined frame, 

wherein a determined number pi (Fig 2, 16 bits for MAC) of said p transmission 
error verification bits form a seal (FIG 2, MAC) obtained from the useful 
information message using a determined sealing function (Fig 1 , CALCUL 
MAC), where p1 is a number less than p, and 

wherein the p-pl reniaining transmission error verification bits form a cyclic 
redundancy code (Rg. 2, CRC 16) calculated from the useful information 
message.
